[London, April 2S.— The Times mili- 
tary expert, discussing the resignation 
of Viceroy Alexieif siuys it is probable 
that the 'viceroy offered to resign, but 
failed to receive the imperial permis- 
sion. The correspondent igoes on to say. 
'Phe viceroy appointed with such a nour- 
ish of trumpets several months ago has 
been recently shorn of the chief part 
of .his powers and has lost command of 
'both the army and the fleet. Tlie civil 
^administration is still in his hands, but 
now a state of war exists and the en- 
tiro country is practically foreign terri- 
tov. tin the Russian military occupation 
the representative here of civil admin- 
istration escapes accurate dejimination 
and if Viceroy Alexieif is not on the 
best of terms with the general com- 
manding t:lte army in Manchuria, and is 
moreover hostile to Admiral Skrydloff, 
we can sympathize with his discreet 
decision to terminate an almost intoler- 
able situation. On the other band the 
Ozar probably feels that it would be a 
sign of vacillation if his lieutenant 
wen; recalled in the iiour of stress and 
such open acknowledgment of tlie fail- 
ure of the whole policy underlying the 
case would injuriously affect the pres- 
tige of Russia and throw a stroll;,' 
light upon the misfortunes of the iirst 
weeks of the war. 

In view of tlie predominance assumed 
by the land operations and the second- 
ary role devolving upon the civil admin- 
istration, it is ditlicult to deny that the 
concentration of all tlie powers in the 
hands of tlie general in command is a 
natural course dictated by the situation. 
The alternative is the departure of the 
Czar lor the seat of war, which rumor 
has continually recurred. The Russian 
Czars have generally accompanied their 
armies in the field nnd their presence 
has often proved of great advantage. 
During the war with Turkey in 1S28-29 
the reigning Czar crossed the Danube 
with his army and was accompanied by 
the British ambassador at Si.' Peters- 
burg, who has left an interesting ac- 
count or the events of that time. 

Tbe mobilization of the corps diplo- 
mat iiiuc at St. Petersburg in the event 
of another imperial progress to the seat 
of war is not perhaps to In' anticipated, 
and would cause some consternation in 
that amiable circle. But it is not alto- 
gether impossible that the chiefs id' the 
two states now at war may encourage 
the army in operations by their pres- 
ence at tin.' post of danger.

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Dog Pish Plague 
On Atlantic Coast 



Has Caused Widespread Alarm 
in Certain Sections of 
The East. 



Fishermen Ignorant of Method 
By Which British Columbia 
Conducts Industry. 



It will be remembered that the Col- 
onist some few days ago* published :i 
very interesting letter from a gentle- 
man inquiring ns to the possibilities 
of tin- <l<>ir 'fish industry. It would a\i- 
Ijcm!- tliat' tin.' people of ICnstern Can- 
uda are in entire ignoxauc'e of blio 
method by which Liny <lish may he hnu- 
dled so iis to yield a pixyfit, as is done 
in British Columbia. The- following 
editorial article under the caption "Do;; 
Fish," appeared in the Montreal Gaz- 
ette of Monday, April 'JOtb. 

"Incursions of hordes of dog fish 
along the Atlantic coast of Canada 
liavo caused widespread alarm in cer- 
tain sections, and fieb.crn.ieii, for the 
hint few years, have 'been loud in their 
demand that .some action he taken by 
the government that will tend to at 
least mitigate the evil done by the.ie 
•wolves of. the sen. In some parte a 
feeling of panic has arisen on differeiitt 
occasions of late over their depreda- 
tions, for they are so voracious that 
they drive other lisli away, and not 
only that, but they are a constant wor- 
ry to fishermen, whose seines they de- 
stroy. There are three- or four hinds 
of dot; fish, tlie most abundant being 
the .inched dog or spring dog lish. This 
is the species most commonly referred 
to 'by the term dog fish, it reaches 
a length of Jive feet, ranging from one 
.and a half to live feet, and weighing 
from five to eight pounds. They are ol 
the shark tribe, ure exceedingly vor- 
acious, and aire i» the habit of wan- 
'tiering from place to place in large 
numbers. The ipest is discussed in a 
specially appended report of Prof. Eil- 
"wnrd IS. Prince, commissioner and gen- 
eral inspector of fisheries in Canada, 
in the annual report of the Department 
of .Marine and Fisheries. The writer, 
while admitting that the fish are un- 
desirable visitors and do untold harm 
in driving off commercial fish, is of the 
opinion that the -rave fears enter- 
tained in certain quarters over the ulti- 
imate effects of their depredations are 
uncalled for. He thinks the plague will 
disappear of its own accord as it has 
done on former occasions. In proof of 
this he cites' the fact that they rarely 
remain for any lengthy period in one 
section, and that their incursions are 
merely temporary. As a rule they 
move off in from live to six weeks, 
though it is asserted that last year they 
remained in some of the Canadian iisli- 
injr grounds over five months. On the 
Canadian coast trouble caused by dog 
ifish was never serious until 1898, out 
for the last three seasons they have 
been a constant source of annoyance 
to fishermen, driving away other fish 
and ruining nets and lines of every de- 
scription. The direct harm a plague of 
dog fish'can do is shown in Mr. Prince's 
paper: 'In 1882 the pack of cured her- 
ring in the Shetland Isles was 134,000 
barrels, whereas in 1888, owing to tho 
.presence of the plague, the total quan- 
tity fell to 99,000 'barrels, and in 1SS!) 
even lower; that is. 44.000 barrels, or 
only about one-third of the pack of 
t\\*6 years before, and represent iug. 
therefore, an enormous total loss.' The 
Halifax Herald, of October 15 hist, tells 
of 'half a million shortage in our West- 
ern Nova Scotia fisheries. ' It is esti- 
mated that west of Halifax the jisherv 
entch is $400,000 to $000,000 below the 
average year. Though the dog fish is 
practically of no use as an article of 
food, yet it is of some commercial 
value. The most valued product is the 
'il yielded by the live]-, while the ex- 
tract from the grisley skull and skele- 
ton and front the skin .makes a good 
-Inc. The entrails and offal can be 
converted into a fertilizer. It takes the 
livers of nine or ten dog fish to pro- 
duce one gallon of oil. which is sold at 
from thirty to forty cents ;i gallon. The 
trouble is, however, they cannot be de- 
pended on. Owing to their nomadic 
habits it is hard to decide on any 
scheme for their extermination, as they 
are here one day and away the next. 
As they infest the Puked Stat.s coast 
as well as the Canadian, and any plan 
for their extermination will have t i be 
joined in by the United States. Among 
the remedies suggested are bounties by 
the government. On Queen Charlotte 
Island, on the Pacific Coast, however, 
the Skidegate Company has established 
a station for the extraction of do: fish 
oil. their product being used for lubri- 
cation and lighting purposes. Twenty- 
five thousand dollars has been invested 
in the enterprise and returns have been 
fairly satisfactory. There is no reason 
whv a similar industry should n 1»<

A DISCREDITED FINANCIAL 
CRITIC. 

In the local evening newspaper yes- 
terday there was published an inter- 
view with Mr. .I. D. Prentice, who was 
.Finance Minister in the Dunsmnir ami 
Prior administrations, in which lie 
makes seme extraordinary statement,-; 
in reference tn tiie Provincial finances, 
To the impartial observer, who has 
kept hinjself informed en the subject 
of the finances of the Province, it 
would .L.ulit 'i-.-s seem that of all men 
Mr. 'Prentice would Hie the last to enter 
en a discussion of such a matter, lint, 
like the Bourbons, .Mr. Prentice seems 
ahle to forgcl nothing; t" learn nothing. 
His criticisms of tin- financial policy of 
the present administration, which lie 
makes in the Interview referred to, are 
so grotesquely inaccurate as to he 
scarcely worthy of notice, were- it net 
for the fact that they are evidently in- 
tended to mislead public opinion in view 
<if the forthcoming bye-election in Li!- 
looet, in which common rumor asserts 
that Mr. Prentice has Home desire to 
hike part as the candidate of the Op- 
position. But even so it would have 
been a more sagacious course for Mr. 
Prentice to take had he maintained a 
discreet silwico in regard to the disas- 
trous period i:i the financial history of 
British Columbia when he was at the 
head of the Treasury Department. But 
since lie lias thought fit to recall at- 
tention to that period, it may be -both 
interesting and useful to briefly' notice 
.some of the incidents in the course 
of events, which practically wrecked 
tl)o Provincial credit and left the finan- 
ces in a most deplorable condition — a 
condition from which only the most 
/Ira Stic measures could restore them. 

To have a clear understanding of the 
■whole matter we must go back to the 
beginning of March. 1000, when the 
■Siiuilii administration was suddenly 
{dismissed by the Lieutenant-Governor, 
The Scmliu G o vein men t when it ac- 
ceded to office in August, 180S, was 
confronted with a financial situation, 
not very different from that' which the 
present administration had to face 
when it was called last June to tak • 
charge of Provincial affairs. The Sem- 
lin Government found a large floating 
indebtedness and a number of obliga- 
tions bequeathed to it by its predeces- 
sors without any provision for meeting 
them, By careful management it suc- 
ceeded in putting the finances in a 
sound condition ami when it went out 
of ofllce in March, 1000, there was no 
lloating debt; a .substantial balance 
was in the Treasury ami the year's 
faxes were practically all available for 
the line of the succeeding ailininistra- 
tiou. The short-lived Martin Govern- 
ment then came in and enjoyed a 
stormy and urns: singular tenure of of- 
fice, no less than three distinguished 
gentlemen— Messrs. Curtis, [tjiler and 
Brown— successively filling the position 
of t'lnnuce Minisitr. Their official ca- 
reer was cut short, however, before 
liny could do more mischief than ex- 
pend tin' balance available in the 
Treasury. The ch c.tors d< capitated the 
■Martin administration at the polls in 
June, 11HIO, and lie- Dunsmnir Govern- 
mi hi earn.- power, to i,e followed 

'by the Prior Government in ISKltJ, when 
Mr. Dunsmnir retired. In both the 
Diinsinuir ami Prior ndniinistrations 
Mr. Prentice held a portfolio, for the 
pre liter part of the lime thai of Fi- 
nance, and it i.-. due I,, thill fael 
we presume that he now ventures to 
discuss the financial situation and to 
criticize the methods of the present 
Government. in -his interview he de- 
clares that he "has a thorough knowl- 
edge of the finances," and from that 
fact hksi rts thai there was no need for 
the alarm wnich was shown by the 
<( present i government." "We are not 
aware that the Government has shown 
any '•alarm," although it is a matter of 
common knowledge that when the pros- 
s in ailinini.si ration came into ipower 
it found an empty Treasury, a largo 
lion ling debt for which an ininicjdinto 
settlement was demanded by the credi- 
tors and obligations ■ such as that for 
the i'raser Hivcr bridge — shortly mu- 
>•••' ■' >v !!■: a no prove ! hi It i I been 
■m>lc. IN Miles this it was the case 
thai neither in London nor in British 
■ Columbia was there any possibility of 
raising money until capilalists and 
others had some assurance thai there 
was to be an end i,, the reckless finan- 
cial methods of the past and a return 
I" a saner financial system. In other 
wen's, thai the Province had to decide 
in live .within iis means and not regard 
huge deficits and continued borrowing 
us ihe normal condition ,,f Provincial 
finnuee.

Prentice retired from 
olllcu certainly was one for "alarm," 
wince they had then, no more than now, 
any Idea of tin' mysterious methods, 

which I w BUggesifl he had in view, 

for di*qlinv'g}l)g Provincial debts and re- 
Bl.aWlifatlng the credit which he had 
destroyed. , , 

i If is evidently Mr. Prentice's desire 
at tills time— doubtless in view 'of elec- 



tion possibilities— to decry the Govern- 
ment's action in determining that it 
would put the finances in a sound posi- 
tion and thereby prevent the accumu- 
lation of 'debt which lends to increased 
taxation and heavier burdens on the 
people. Now in defending the Govern- 
ment's action it is useful to refer to 
tho manner in which in the period be- 
tween 'March, 1000, and June, 1003, tho 
■Province's financial resources were ex- 
ploited and idepleted ami its credit sad- 
ly diminished. Under the administra- 
tions of which Mr. Prentice was a 
member, the "coal tax was doubhl 1, and 
at the same time the revenue began to 
receive a large sum from the Crow's 
Nest collieries, which had then been 
opened. The mineral tax was doubled, 
although it 'was the general view iliac 
the .mining industry required particular 
consideration at that time. Some minor 
luxes were inereasitl and sales of laud 
for taxes were held in order to replen- 
ish a treasury tiiat with' all these new 
sources of income was nevertheless in a 
depicted condition. Then on the top 
of this a loan was floated in Loudon for 
the huge sum of $3,500,000, and on 
terms that uetteM the Province nearly 
8 per cent less than the Semlin govern- 
ment got for the loan in 1$00, Still the 
two ends of the finances could not be 
got to meet and Mr. Prentice's eiiccc.s- 
sor at the Treasury .found the Prov- 
ince with neither cash nor credit. 

Now Mr. Preutieo says that the old 
government had made provision for in. 
creusing the revenues and ho/1 lulls 
prepared to carry that out. It is un- 
fortunate that thc.se mysterious show- 
ers of manna never descended on the 
parched land to lighteu the burdens of 
tax payee:,-. The only I'uianeial novelty 
thai Mr. Prentice was given credit for 
was a proposal to increase the noil 
lax to $5— n measure objectionable in 
many respects; unsound in a proper 
'financial system and in any case only 
a mero drop in the bucket of the Prov- 
ince's needs. Hut we can assure Mr. 
Prentice that the present Government 
will be only too glad to have him in- 
dicate "the "opportunities" which he sees 
for increasing revenue without increas- 
ing taxation and it will be a mnttor for 
general regret that he did not utilize 
these opportunities when be was in 
ofllce.

Proposal to Erect Tribute to 
[Memory of the Great 
Explorer. 



Arthur O. "Wheeler, of the Topographical 
Survey of the Canadian Rocky mountains, 
stationed at Calgary, Is giving general 
circulation to the following letter, which 
is solf-oxiilnnatory: 

Calgary, Alberta, 8th April, 1004. 
Dear Sir,— As yen are aware, Dr. James 
•Hector was attached as geologist and ex- 
plorer to tile Palllser Expedition sent out, 
from 1857 to 1SUO, by the British govern- 
ment to Investigate the resources of the 
(Great Western Territories and the possi- 
bility of establishing railway communica- 
tion between the Eastern Provinces- and 
the Crown Colony of 'British Columbia. 

Tile excellent work be performed and 
the untiring zeal and energy he displayed 
as pioneer explorer of our mountain le- 
gions, as well as the many hardships 
and privations he then endured, are doubt- 
less well known to yon. They are set 
forth In the- published reports of the Ex- 
pedition containing, amongst ot'her mat- 
ter, tho full and most Interesting daily 
journal of Dr. Hector's travels. 

Shortly after the close of the Palllser 
Expedition, he migrated to New Zealand 
and assumed the position of director of 
the Koyal Museum at Wellington, the cap- 
ital, din was subsequently knighted. 

In t'he summer of 1003, for the flrsl 
time, .Sir James Hector, accompanied by 
his son Douglas, returned to the Cana- 
dian Rockies, with the object of again 
visiting the scenes of bis previous ex- 
plorations. 

While at Glacier, P.. C, bis son was 
taken seriously ill and, three days Inter, 
on the 10th of August, died at the hospi- 
tal at Bevelstoke. 

Ho was burled In the Bevelstoke ceme- 
tery. Attending the funeral were Mr. Ed- 
ward Wyinper, the well-known English 
mountaineer. Dr. and Mrs. Chas. Seliafler 
and Mr. and Mrs. Gleason, of Philadel- 
phia and Boston, visitors for a number of 
years to the Canadian Rockies. 

Sir James returned to New Zealand Im- 
mediately, not feeling equal t" u con- 
tinuance of ills visit alone and whtlo suf- 
fering from .-o heavy a grief. 

At a subsequent meeting held at Gla- 
cier, it was suggested Hint a fund be rais- 
ed for the purpose "f erecting a suitable 
monument over his son's grave, as a trib- 
ute to the memory of the great explorer 
and scientist. 

'.Mr. Wb.vmper agreed to rnlso a sub- 
scription for the purpose in England, 
'Prof. Chas. E. Fay, president of the Am- 
erican Alpine Club, undertook tho same 
oflle? on behalf of the United States and 
•he wrlterhas been requested to present 
the matter to Canadians. 

It wasi further suggested that tho monu- 
ment lie curved from a suitable stone to 
be found at Lake Louise In the Canadian 
ltocky Mountains Park.
